butclier. 

Mr. Wail., M. P., speaking at the 
annual meotiiig of the Gloucester 
Chamber of Commeroo to-day, said 
one danger to Englatid's supremacy 
was the compotilion with foruigu t;ail- 
ors. He regretted the uioral condition 
of Rcamou — in too nuuiy cusea they 
weat to sea enfeebled by lUbcaso and 
drink, and ha feared the greater jiuiu- 
ber of veesols were lost more fioni the 
incompetenoy of the crews than from 
the inefficient condition of the ships.

Horrible Case at Liverpool. 

At the Cuniily Miigistratca Court, nt 
Ba.snott-strvcl, Liveri)j')l, .Jiuuiary 31, 
beforo Ji. IJ. \Vllllcr.^ and .Mr. M- 
burt I'enlou, i'',!i/.Al)-t h Kiikinulc nus 
charged witli concealing the birlh of 
three new-born children. The priuon- 
eris a thin, diminutive woman. 

Superintendent Walsh suid that the 
prisoner waa charged at proaent with 
having conceal(;d the birth o[ tlueo 
infanta at Tui; JJrook, West JJoiljy, 
that aliQ bad been living at or near 
Penrith, CumberlandJ and had been 
a widow for some 12 or 13 years. Sho 
loft Penrith in Juno hist, leaving there, 
at a hotel, a box, which was jievcr call- 
ed for. About ten days a[;o the box 
was opened aiiil fouiul to cuntuin the 
bodiea of two apparently new-born 
children one with its throat cut, and 
the other with a string around its neck. 
An inquoHt wna hold on tlioso two 
bodies, and an open verdict returned. 
In coi.sfiqnence of-infornuition obtain- 
ed by the Cumberland police a warrant 
was granted against the prisoner, who 
was charged with concealing the birth 
of two children whose bodies had been 
found. The warrant was acnt to the 
couiiLy dice lo be put in e.^.ecution. 
L'olicu-su igeant Ivobertson wont on 
HiUurduy Jii^dit to a house at lue 
Brook, where Ihc prisoner was lu Iging, 
and apprehended iier. Auother box 
belonging to her was opened at Tuo 
Brooke. A aniell proceeding from it 
caused Llio discoverera to (Kiniiininicato 
with the police; the box waa taken to 
the mortuary, tlreen lane, ond on 
being examined was found to contain 
the bodies of throe apparently new- 
horn infants, two of thom in an nd- 
vancod stage of deeompoaition. 

The prisoner aaid, in reply to the 
charge, "Yea; they are uli mine. I 



admit that I concealed and neglected 
thouj, but I did not murder any of 
thom. " She was remanded till Satur- 
day. 

At an inquest hold the same, after- 
noon on the bodiea of the throe child- 
ren found at Tuo Brook an open ver- 
dict was given.

The bodies of two other childro/i, 
supposed to belong to tlio woman 
Kirkbride, have been discovered hero.

The body of a sixth child has been 
discovered, supposed to belong to the 
woman Kirkbride, who is under re- 
mand at Liverpool, charged with con- 
cealing the births of live chihirfin, two 
of which were discovered at Carli.slo, 
the other three at Cheshire. The ])re- 
sent discovery was due to a oommuni- 
cation from a son of the prisoner, who 
toltl the police that iu hia younger 
days he saw his mother bury aoinelhiiig 
in the garden of a hcuso where she 
had lived for Bum« years at Helton, 
Westmoreland. A search waa made 
yestorilay at the spot indicated, and 
there at the foot of a pear tree the 
body was found.

riNANCIAL. 

Two very lively Jebalns sprung up in 
Houao yesterday in the luannor following: 
There is a Committeo of the IIouso cnllotl 
the Public Accounts Coiumittoo. It is 
appointed at the opening of each Bcsaion, 
and its duty is to inquiro into tlie way 
in which the public monies hajre been 
expended during.thoreooBB. Thg,presont 
Committee is composed of r^presentativoa 
of both parties in the House, and yester- 
day bogan.their duties by examining the 
deputy treasurer as to the state of the 
bankacooupt of tho Government. The 
deputy recognizing tlio inipruin-ioty of 
tho (luostion referred his intorlocntors to 
tho Minister of Finance. That gentleman 
oamo before tho Committee and declined 
to answer that question as well aa a sub- 
sequent one respecting the debentures of 
thp Province. Upoa the assembliEg of 
the House the Chairman cf the Commit- 
tee (Mr. Fisher) laid tho mattor before it 
and asked for instruotionsasto the powers 
of the Committee.- A vigorous debate at 
onoe arose. Tbe.O[>position exhibited a 
great deal of temper. The Minister of 
Finance showed that the inquiry of the 
Committee did not come witkin tlio scope 
of its powers; but added that while tho 
Government had nothing to conceal tlioy 
could not, without tho consent of tho 
House, answer questions tliat would de- 
velop their fiuanciul policy at a- - ^ 
whoa to do no might be produc.,. oi 
harm to the publiq interests. Should tlio 
House require hini to answer he' would 
do so; but in a few days the-Budget would 
be brought down and the information 
now asked placed before honorable meni- 
bera. Tho Premier, following tho Kuniu 
line of argument, caused a sensation by 
charging that Dr. Ash, a member of tho 
P. A. Committee, had gone to tho deputy 
treasurer before the Committee sat and 
tried to obtain from him information on 
this point that he had no >ight to ask. 
Mr. Beavon tried to show from "Todd" 
that tho CommittoQ was right .md tho 
Ministry wrong; but ho econonii/.od tin' 
truth, as usual, by reading only one-half 
of tho quotation. Mr. Mara read the n: 
mainder of the quotation and in a clear 
-aiid' iribisiTe speech floored Mr. Boavou 
and destroyed the little hold he had \no 
viously had on the syin])athy of a few of 
the House. Mr. Gordon followed Jlr. 
Mara and showed that a similar attenii)t 
•was made by the Opposition in the Otta- 
wa Uuuso in 1871 and was defeated by the 
resolute attitude of Sir Francis IlinekH, 
■who refused to furnish any information 
on these points until tho Budget came 
down. Tho matter wont over till :Monilay 
at the request of tho Opposition, whu 
retired from tho field considerably wor.it 
ed by their tilt with tho Mini.ster of i'i- 
nanco and the Government supportrr.s. 

Another matter connected with tinanecs 
ocoupied the House for an hour. Mr.W. 
Brown had given notice of a claptrap re- 
solution respecting the public expendi- 
ture, which the resolution declared to 
bo excessive and called for a committee 
to arrange for retrenchment. Tlie resolu- 
tion in reality ceiisnrcd the CovoniniOht 
in advance of the prod notion of tijcir 
financial policy, of which the inuvc r oonld 
know nothing, and sought to take fioni 
the hands of o responsible Ministry duties 
imposed upon thom by the Conftitutiun. 
In fact, tho resolrtion was clearly unc(jn 
stitutional. If passed it would have 
knocked the props from beneath res]jon- 
siblo Government and reduced it lo a 
mere plaything or toy of tho n<-)use. The 
Government, however, saw in the attempt 
an opportunity of testing the strength of 
parties, and after buffeting the bautling 
until its progenitor would fain have "pnt 
it in its little bed nt Lillooet allowml it 
to go to a vote. Now, it so happonud 
that Mr. "Williams had seconded the nsu- 
tlon of Mr. Brown in good laith; Luit us 
the debofe wore on lie discovered in it an 
insidious design to confide to the House 
tho origination of money-votes, in which 
case he saw disaster to the drytlock loom- 
ing up. Ho lhcr<!U])on rose and frankly 
announced his intention of voDii^; aj;:iiiist 
the resolution. During tho delrido Dr. 
Ash was compelled to acknowledge that 
tho Government of wliich lie was a mi in 
bor had blundered when they acce])lod 
money advances from Canada, and Mr. 
Bnaven, whose department in one year of 
his administration over-ran tlu; estiniatr-.i 
by nearly §150, 000, was loudest in liisciios 
for a check ou Government oxpeuditnro! 
The resolution was put and defeated by ii 
vote of 6 to 15— a majority for the Gov- 
ernment of 711M<J. 

The Opposition ore "mse;" hourly. 
Their chief slunk off to Na'/I/Vmo, yester- 
day; and the forlorn hope, having no 
argument to sustain thci;i, resort to the 
policy of tho Old Bailoy poUifoggcr— of 
abusing tho opposite counsel. 

The Budt^et Speech. 

[Toronto Olube, I'cb. Sl.J 

The Finance Minister yesterday deliv- 
ered his Budget Speech, and the effort 

•was one that by no moans detracted from 
tho reinitation j\rr. C;irtwiight lias iil- 
ready earned for dealing with tlm finan- 
cial affairs of tho Dominion in these uii- 
nual reviews of tho position at onco <'an- 
didly and exhaustivoly. Tho .ipoech was 
marked at once by groat distinctness of 
utterance, a masterly array of defence of 
tho course pursued i:i relation fo tho late 
Canadian loan. Mr. Cartwright com- 
menced by tho gratifying announcement 
that the maximum expenditure of the 
Dominipnhad, in his ojjinion, been reach- 
ed in the year 1875-G. In thot year tho 
expenditures was 824,488,000, while the 
revonuo only amounted to some ^'I'lJiS",- 
000, leaving a deficit of SI ,'.)Oll,()(l() Thi.s 
was in any caso a sufliciontly (/ravcfiu't, 
and if'it could be rcgiinlod n.s chronic, 
would call for very fdrong measures; but 
many of the item.s in the o.\penditiiro ac- 
count were exceptional nnd temporary, and 
therefore the existing state of thing.s might 
fairly bo regarded as abnormal. Ho in- 
Btanoed in this connection tlie following: 

Boundary survey, Si:iJ,0()0;Oentonnial, 

Monnonito loan, and grants to distressed 
North-woBt settlors, 8210,000, minor jjub- 
lio works now closed, tS'JSO.OOO; change 
of caugo and stool rails ou tho lutorcol- 
onial §250,000. Total from exceptional 
Cftuaos, 81,574,000, 



.This would reduce the actual deficit 
from ordinary causes to about $400,000. 

On tho other hand, tho reduction on the 
onlinarv o\)i •lulituros for tho six month's 
ending ",I.inniu-y 1st, 1877, was 810,100,- 
OUO, against an exjiondituro in tho corres- 
ponding six iiioiillis of tho previous year 
of §10,000,000, showing a reduction of 
oxl)enditnve8 of §800,000. Tha current 
receipts for tho former jjoriod had nearly 
unequalled tlioKi of 1.S70. If tho same ro- 
biilt.s uccnn-il during tho current half- 
year il would do much to rinnovo tho 
chance.iot a itclicit i.t\ tlio ,'iOth of Juuo 
Dcxi". Had Iho liarNost of 1870 not prov- 
ed so far below tho average the calcula- 
tions of tho last Budget speech would 
certainly have been fullj' verified. It wos 
eminently saliafactorv to observe that tho 
oxpondituro of 1870-7" of 82-1, -188,000 was 
Well within the roocipt.s of 187-1 5, which 
amounted to .S21,G10,71(i. Tho decrease 
in revenuo in 1870, had boon almost ex- 
clusively in Customs, the reduction in 
which -was from §15,351,716. The de- 
crease in revenue in 1876, had been al- 
most exclusivoly in Customs, tho reduc- 
tion in which was from 815,351,000 in 
1875 to 812,823,000 in 187G. Tho oxci.se, 
on tho other hand, had increased, and 
otlu^r sources of revenue had fairly held 
their own, but it would bo seen that the 
loss from Customs amounted to two and 
a half millions, or much more than the 
entire deficit. It was only tho enormous 
retrugrc.'ision of imports that had inter- 
fcj-oil with tlio culculations as to rovonno 
that had been inailo us a l;asis of calcida- 
tiou as to tho future. Mr. Cartwright 
went liaok to tlio positaju of afl'airs in tho 
first your of Confederation, 1807-8. That 
was the last of a series of years of groat 
depression. Tho abrogation of the Keci- 
procity Treaty, t'lo failures of two impor- 
tant banks, and political events of grave 
signiiicanco in that year enjoined caution 
on traders and tho jjublic at large. At 
that period tho population of tho four 
old'.L'l I'rovinci! i did not e.xceed three and 
•lor millions. Since that time there 
l iiei'ii several years of groat prosper- 
ity. Tho population might now be cal- 
culated at not much less than four mil- 
lions, yet t lie total in)portations of 18(57 
were seventy-three millions, while those 
of 1875 G were only oighty-sovon mil- 
lions, or ecinal.ou a calcul;il iou i>er cnpita, 
to a reduction of three millions as against 
1807, or, if reckoned by tho goods enter- 
ed for consumption, exactly the same as 
in the last named year. Yet he argued 
that tiie enormous iucreaso in wealth 
should produce under ordinary circum- 
stances a larger per caj'ilti consum]>tion 
now tlian in ]8t)7. Confining himself to 
the four older provinces, Mr. Cartwrigtit 
went on to give a tabular .statomeut of 
items indicating the growtli of the country 
in wealth and material progress, as fol- 
lows: —

New manu facturi-s, ho poiited out, had 
sprung into pxistencii;a large area of land 
had l)(;ou put under cultivation, and a largo 
oxpondituro had taken jjlaco on railways. 
It was not, therefore, imprudent to argue 
on this basis, xmder ordinary circumstan- 
ces, a far larger ])roportiouato consump- 
tion of dutiable goods might be relied 
upon than in earlier days of the Domin- 
ion. At the jjrcsent time tho tendency of 
tlie Customs revenue was towards im- 
provement, and although thorewas somede- 
crease in the excise tho receipts from other 
branches of revenue wore well maintained, 
lie then c-aino to tho estimates for 1877. 
These, he jjointed out, were nominally 
8100,000 higher th;in those of tint previous 
vr-ar, namely, 823,107,0(10 as against 5)23,- 
()3 1,000; but something over ,S 100,000 was 
due to eross entries, and did not actually 
onclianci.' the expenses. The necessity for 
adding to the public debt had entailed a 
charge of nearly hiilf a million, but it 
w.'is a .'-iiliject (jf congratulalioii that the 
(•x]i( iuli!uro for public services classed in 
flu^ I'lildic Accounts as ordinary eipondi- 
tiiio w(juid not exceed six aud a half mil- 
lions, or two millions less than in 1873-4 
or 1875 Ci. aud this included charges for 
Indians, ^Mounted Police, and other items 
which, as tho outlay consequent on the 
ac(jnisition and organization of now terri- 
tory, n.iglit fairly he regarded in the 
nature of e.xponilitiire ou capital account, 
alt li()n,gli chargeil to revenue. It would 
here, he remarked, be as well to notice, 
f specially in reply to any one who com- 
plained that the Govornmont had been 
negligent towards tho North-West and 
liritisli Coluniliiii, that not only had a very 
largo cxiK'nditure been incurred in rcigard 
to the former, but in tho I'acilic survey 
and Pacific works of construction they 
had spout since tho 1st July, 187-1, no lo^a 
than six millions of dollars. At this 
point in hisaddre.ss Mr. Cartwright pro- 
ceeded at great length to rei)ly to tho 
criticisms of his ))olit,ical op])i)norits in 
ri'sjject to tho loan of last ^(jvembur. 
Many of the facts and argunu^nts adduced 
liavc' already appeared in the eoiuinna of 
tho Globe, but tho subjecl, is one that will 
deserve reference in a separate article. 
Wo shaU therefore confine our present 
remarks to tho Biulgid ilHolf, reserving a 
recapitulation (jf niattor.s relating' to tho 
loan for a luturo occasion. 

The amount borrowed by tiie pro.sout 
QoTOrnment, he went on to say, had 
amounted 11 round figures to fortyono 
inillioua of dollari>, and was accounted for 
as follows: —

Add lothis the oxpondituro of 8B,000,- 
Ooo over tho total expenditure above 
given, reprcsciitiug an aggregate of over 
twenty millions. 

There were from six to seven millious 
in baud still applicable to tho works 
above naiiind, and two millions to pay off 
debt if(|niiin;j lo be redecnii'd this year. 
They Inid paid otVuld dobcs ainounting to 
from sixteen to seventeen niillions of dol- 
lars, an<l altliougli the interest on new 
loans amounted to 81,757,000, tlie interest 
paid by tho redemption of old debt 
amounted to §030,000, the result being 
that tliey had obtained twenty- Bovon mil* 
lions for |)ublic works at something' like 
tliice per cont. 

Mr, Cartwright then recapitulated tho 
liabilities of tho Govornmont at tho time 
the present Government look oiBoo, and 
which he estimated at from 80 to DO mil- 
lions of doUiirn. 



Mr. Caitwright -would heartily congrat- 
ulate the Houso on tlio enormous re- 
duction that had taken place in these lia- 
bilities, tho result being that, with perhaps 
one more loan of a moderato amount, and 
tho postponoment for a reasonaljlo limo of 
works not demanding immediate aecom- 
plishnieut, tho future might bo faced 
without ditliculty. He mentioned in 
passing that thero romninod yet unox- 
liaustod some 82,100,000 of tho Imperial 
gnarautoo availablo for future lonus. 

lu relation to tho oxpondituro of tho 
future, tho Financo Minister remarked 
that it was probable tho North-west ox- 
pondituro had now reached its maximum. 
The reduction of the rata of interest 
would involve a considerable saving. The 
loss on working tho Intercolonial might 
bo expected also to bo reduced, and tho 
ravenuo from tho Wclland Canal, would 
no doubt, largely iucreaso -when the im- 
provemcuta now in progress were com- 
pleted. A total expenditure of from 822,- 
000,000 to $23,000,000 might, therefore, 
bo regarded as the normal expenditure 
for sonio years to come. Ou tlio current 
year, as tho result of the bail harvest, 
there would bo a small deficit, and it was 
ii. tiio Finance Minister's opinion, desir- 
able to provide for that contingency as 
well as to prevent a recurrence of a do 
floit in 1877-8. Laying down the propos 
ilion that no duties should bo laid on tho 
people except such as tho necessities of 
tho revenue might reciuire, ho proposed 
iu the first instance to abolish the excise 
duty of petroleum, and to reduce tho 
(Jnstoni,? duly to six cents per gallon. 
This arrangomeut, ho believed, would 
prevent the enormous amount of smug- 
gliug that now went on in petrolonm. In 
the price of that article it would savb to 
the people of Canada a sum variously es- 
timated at from seven iiuiidrod to twelve 
thousand dollars, and cost tho revenue 
some 8200,000. To cover this reduction 
he proposed to put one penny sterling, or 
two cents per pound on tea, which, in 
considoration of tho largo relief he was 
giving tho Canadian consumer of coal oil, 
ho bidieved Svuuid be rca^lily jiaid. 

Uo next proposed to put an excise duty 
of one cent per pound additional on malt, 
and three cents per galloo on beer if it is 
brewed from other articles than malt. On 
malt imported ho would put 2J^ cent8:on 
ale, beer, or porter, imiiortod, tho charge, 
if in bottles, would bo IS cents per gallon, 
or if in wood, 17 cents per gallon. On 
cigars tho duty would be 50 cents specific 
and 20 per cent, in! riiloron. Tho other 
changes partook rather of the character of 
readjustments of the tariff than additions 
to taxation. Cotton and linen thread, now 
charged partly at 10 per cent, and partly 
at 17}-^ per cent., would all bo ehargodat 
ITYt per cent. Cigarettes would be class- 
ified as cigars. AH perfumery would bo 
charged 25 per cent. Tubing" would bo 
removed from the free list and charged 
17; i per cent. Frauds in relation to the 
import of wine would be guarded against 
All pocliages containing goods entered on 
ml ralorcin duty would be charged as part 
of tho value of snch goods, or if with 
goods charged at specific duties they 
would bo charged 17 .-^ per cunt. duty. 
Cotton threads in hanks would be taken 
from the free list aud charged 10 per 
cent. 

The result of tho fiscal changes thus 
pro])OKod would amount to from 8-100,000 
to 8500,000. This, bo believed, would bo 
sufficient to protect tiio revenuu against 
any delicieney from such causes as it was 
])ossible for any Government to foresee, 
llo expected tho revenue from Customs 
would bo $13,600,000, Excise, $5,300,000, 
ond from other sources sufficient to make 
up a sum total of §23,400,000. He con- 
cluded bis speech by referring to tho ex- 
perience of ihc llni'ed States, and show- 
etl not only that tho depression had been 
far more severe in that country than in 
Canada, but that both in exports and im- 
ports theper capita proportion was in favor 
of tho Dominion. Ho claimed that tho 
tlnauces of the country had been econom- 
ically admiuistereu, ti'iat the credit of Ca- 
nada had bf.en more than maint^iinod, and 
that Canadian securities were increasing 
in tho estimation of the capitalists; and 
tliat whilo compelled to impose addition- 
al tuxes the burdens of the people would 
bo materially lightened. He took his 
seat amid loud cheevs.

SECOND PROVINCIAL LEGiS- 
UTiVE ASSEMBLY. 

SECOND SESSION. 

Friday, March 9. 
Tlie Speaker took tho chair iit 2:05. 

PETITION. 

Mr. Beavon preseiitecl a petition on be- 
half of Andre\y Astrico aignotl by 150 nitu- 
pajera of Victoria, jirayiug for tho roliof 
of the said Astrico. The petition Bota 
fortU that petitioner has sustoined severe 
lossea through supplying the ■wants of a 
large number of peraoua quaraulonid at 
this place in 1872, and that ho ha.s not 
bfloa luloquutoly compoueatLHl thori'foro. 
Tlie remedy prayed for is tho passu^o of 
on Act to enable tho ratepayer.s ol Vic- 
toria to vote "for" or "against" couipoii- 
Batiag said Astrico from tho civic rov- 
eauas. 

Tho petition was road aud referred to 
tho oooimittee on private bills. 

ACCOUNTS. 

Mf. Fisher reported from tho com- 
mittee on public accounts that a demand 
Lad been made on the Finance Miaist(!r 
lor a. stateiueut of bonds sold, balunoe in 
bank and balunco in liand.s of Tniasiirer. 
Tho hon. gentleman asked tho House 
frhether committee had tho power to re- 
qaire the production of such statoiueuts. 

Hon. Mr. Smitbe said the fanctioas of 
the Pdblio Accounts Committee were coii- 
Btitutionally limited to enquiring into 
questions connected with tiie expenditure 
for the year. He quoted authority to 
show that there could bo no doubt iipou 
tlii.s matter. The scope of their power 
vras vrell known and lil^e the only other 
atandiag committee, that on private bills, 
they oould have any question which might 
arise in the House with respect to aiiy- 
tliiug within thuir Province reforru'd to 
them, to be enquired into and ropo. ted 
upon. Ho had been callod before tho 
committee aud nuked byDr. A8h,liuw niu.;h 
the balance was at the Bank of British 
Oolambia, at the Savings Bank, nod als 
how much cash was in the Treasury ? 
Knowing that tho questions were not per- 
tinent to the proper business of thu com- 
mittee, ho had refused to give tlio infor- 
mation until ho Hhould havo had an op- 
portunity to cousulthia ooUeaguo*, (hear! 
hearl) Ho bad done so, belioviui^ he was 
right; and nnless the House should es- 
press a desire that he should answer the 
question, ho would consider him-ii'lf yet 
perfectly justilied in refusing. 

Mr. Humphreys hero omitted a sound 
Tcsembliug tho squealing of a do^'. 

Mr. Fisher iioped if there were i\ny 
dogs in the room they would bo removoi. 
(Hear.) 

Mr. Humphreys — I hope that dig 
(pointing to Mr. Fisher) will be removed. 
(Cries of shame) . 

The Speaker — Order. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe hoped these words 
would bo taken down, (hear, he.ir, aud 
confusion.} 

BIr, Humphreya— Take down bis words 
too. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho — It is too lato. 

Mr. Humphreys — If there n'-o any dogs 
in the room I liope they will bo removeil. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott — i'ou pointed at the 
bonorablo gcutloman. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe— It was not that on 
this occasion he had any objectioa to an- 
swer this question on its own merits, but 
on priuciple; it would bo apreced int tlnit 
in the future would bo pi-oiluetis'o of 
great mischief. No Govornniont ou^;ht to 
ba compelled to disclose prematiuoly its 
financial policy. A few days at most 
ooold only elapse before the Qovurniueut 
would have to bring their financial policy 
before the House to be approved or re- 
jected as the case might be, and in coni- 
mittoo of supply aud ways aixl iiioiuis. 
everything counectcd witu the liuiincos 
of the country would noce.ssarily be re- 
vealed; if there should then bo anytliiug 
tmsatisfactory or requiring e.<cplaiiatiou 
the standing committee onPublic Aocoauts 
wonld be at liberty to investigats it. No 
such scope had over been iillowed to a 
Committee on Tablic Accounti either in 
this or any othor country wliore resiionai- 
blo Government obtained as was ili-iiian<l- 
cd by tho opposition on this occasion; anil 
ho trusted Mr. Speaker would bi.ir him 
oufc in the position be had taken against 
an innovation only intended to eiubarasa 
tho Govornmont, not that it wo il 1 have 
tho eifoct 01" doing so on this oce.i.->ion, 
but if allowed it would establish a i iilo 
that might and no doubt would seriouf-ly 
hamper some future Govtrument, 
(cheers.) 

Mr. Beaven said lhat ho had atkcd the 
Minister of Finonoe a question about tho 
bonds, and ho hid docliiied to answer. 
It was his duty to pluco every iuforin i- 
tion before tho coniniittoo and thu IIou--o. 
He quoted from Todd to show tint tho 
committee had a right to inquire into 
the question of revenue aud oxpuuditure. 

Mr. Speaker said it was for the House 
tc decide as to tho powers of llio com- 
mittee. If tho conimittyo had nutc irtiiii 
powers they could not exercise them with: 
out special instructions from llin II uso. 

Dr. Ash thought tho hon. IMmi.stcr of 
Finance would see that ho had coniinittud 
an error. The House would be very loath 
to interfere with tho freo action of a 
standing Committeo of Public AocoudIb 
and it should support this dommd. 

Mr. Fisher said that it was impossible 
for a committeo to perform tiio (inti'':5 of 
auditor or do justico to tlieso moounts. 
No report could lie laid befor.» this llouio 
that would be satisfactory if they under- 
took to do it in as many weeks as they had 
hours at their disposal. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott Haid th it the c )ni- 
niittco lasted to tho end of the si-ssion, 
Thoy woro entitled to test tho correel^noMri 
of the accounts; but thoy had no power to 
inquire into tho financial policy of tlio 
QoTornmoDt at a time when its being laid 
bare might interfere with an Important 
financial question then involved. The 
question had never boon asked before. 
At tho proper time tho House would liavo 
the fullest information — it must have it 
— when the Finanoo Minintor brought 
(lown hia loport. Bat he held- the House 



would support tho Government in its re- 
fusal to state their policy at this moment 
Mr. Evans said ho would apx)e«l to 
common sense and the answer vo^Wf- ho 
that the committeo was entitled to'tbis'iii- 
formation. (Tho hon, gentleman was 
proceeding to make an attack on tho 
Ministry and was cliookod by thcSpaakor. ) 
The Gi>vornment's policy was to hido 
their aot.s. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott — The Government 
have not refused to give this information.' 
The time will come, soon, in. 'this -session 
when tho information must be. given, But 
this is antioipai^iug the Government 
policy [liiu^;htor. J 

Mr. Williams hoped power would bo 
given tho commiltoo by tbe House. 

Mr. ilumphroys said the oommittoo had 
a right to kuow what had been dona with 
tho bonds. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott — This report will be 
all given at tho proper time. 

Mr. Uuinphroys continued that tho 
cominilteo had a right to ask tho question. 

Mr. Fisher — Tho govoruinont hiivo ad- 
pealed to tho House. They hiivo not ro- 
I'u-ol to answer the question. 

Mr. Humphreys— Tho Finance Minis- 
ter lias said ha refused to give tho infor- 
ninlion and said ho still. 

j\]r. iM ira — 1 did not so understand ttie 
Finaueo Minister. 

Mr. Hnmpbio;.'3 said ho did not even 
insinniite there was anvthiufj wrong in 
tho pub i - accounts. Last your when he 
WHS Fuianeo Minister ho gave tho I'ublio 
Accounts (Jommittoo every information in 
his power, and ho hoijed tho Finauco Mi- 
nister would reconsider his decision. No- 
thing hul over occurred in his remeui- 
braueo like tliia. 

Hon Mr. Smitho — Hoar, hear. Nothing 
over did occur like this boforo(laugliter) . 

Mr. Mara was glad the question had 
come up. He had been a member of the 
Committee of Public Accounts for three 
years and the Committee waj always at a 
lo.ss to knr,w what its powers woro. lie 
had ahviiye boon under the impression 
that tho Public Accounts Cominilteo 
dealt only with matters that were assign- 
ed them by the House. Kelloction would 
bIiow that it was no part of its duty to au- 
dit the pubiio aooouots. The hon. gen- 
tleman bad read from Todil to show that 
tlie House stipulated tho eiuinirios that 
committees should bo restricted to within 
constitutional limits, aud thoy could not 
nuiko onqiiirica on certain matters— say 
(in England) ou the army aud navy ex- 
penditure. Ho showed, also, that the Im- 
perial Qovernment had declined to lay 
before n similar oommitteo accounts that 
had not heoa audited. Tlie Chairman of 
the Goniniilteo had asked tho House to 
detiao its duties, and tho Finance ^linis- 
ter bad stated that ha awAitod tho ojiinioii 
of tho House. Suppoio tho Goveruinoat 
were now negotiating for tho .sale of 
bonds, would it be proper that the Pub- 
lic Account Committee should be placed 
iu possession of those negotiations ? It 
might jeop:vrdiza tho wholo linancial po- 
lisy of tho Government (hear). In a tow 
liays tbe lindget would ho brought down 
and then tlio llouso wonld have tho full- 
est information before it on this point. 

Mr. Beaven— What check should wo 
have — how should we know it was correct? 

Mr. !M.ir.i — i!y (examination. As a mat- 
ter of p.diev, perhaps, the Finance Min- 
ister siioiild huvo auBWorod tho question; 
but as a ninttor of duty ho was right in re- 
fusing it. The question was forestalling 
tho policy of the Government. He defied 
Mr. BeaveL,to.5how that it was nsual to 
ftsk the Minister of Finance as to the 
Bt ito of the bank account. 

Mr. Bi'avon rei)liod that Mr. Langton, 
tha Auditor, ulwayu gave tho required in- 
formation; but the Minister of Finance 
did nol appear before the Public Ac 
counts Committee. 

Mr. Mara replied that the Minister of 
Finance of Canada always appeared before 
the Cuminittoo when aukod. Ho did not 
deny tho power of tho coiumittoe to' in- 
qniro as a matterof principle into tliis mat- 
tor; but th(! Finaueo Minister was right, 
although ai a mattor of policy, he might 
have answered it. Ho hoped that this 
mattor would be laid over to enable tho 
House and tho Speaker to hunt up au- 
thorities on this voi-y iioint. It was im- 
proper for the committee to try aud foico 
the policy from tho Govornmont in this 
manner. He appealed to Mr. Bi-aven 
(who was understood to aspire to a cabinet 
scat, laughter) , not to adopt a policy that 
might rebound disastrously upon himself 
some day. 

Mr. Fishor said that last Rossion the 
th'Mi Finance Minister could not give 
certain iiiformalion until ho had consult- 
ed tlie thou Chief CIomiiiiHsioiior, Mr. 
liiinven. 

Mr, Piinbury would like to see this 
question decided by precedent. Was it 

right to auticipnto tho financial policy of 
tho Govornmont ? 

Hon. i\Ir. Elliott would like to soo tho 
suggestion of tho hou. member for Yulo 
adopto l, and have this matter decided 
once for all. 'J'he GoverninenC did not ra- 
/use to yite this information. They merely 
wished to postpone giving U till the proper and 
constitnliunal time had arrived which jooiild 
he ill tiL'o or t/ir/re (iay.v. Ho hoped the 
matter would bo iaiil ovor for tho doeision 
of tiio liouHo. Tlio eonunitteu had a 
right to call any oilicer before it and ex- 
amine him; but no monibor of the llouso 
had a right (as Dr. Ash had done this 
day) to go as au individual member of 
tho committeo and aak tho ofllccr in 
charge, "How m'-,ch money have you got 
iu tho ii.iiik ?" 

Dr. Ash acknowledgotl having goiio to 
tho Treasury, but he went uiui asked tho 
question as a iiiombcr of tho -■ommittee. 

Dr. Tolmio said we should all endeavor 
to raido the credit of the Province instead 
of lowering it. Reasons of State, such as 
rog ird tho salo of debentures, would jus- 
tify tho Governinent in withholding in- 
formation re.spccting tho finances of tho 
coui'try, Tho Minister of Finance had 
not saiil ho would not give tho informa- 
tion. Ho said ho would give it ut the 
proper time. (Cheers.) Mr. 15;avon, 
when aMinistor.hadnotalwnya robiuHuloLl 
to tho (piustioii of moinbors with alacrity. 

Mr. Moavon iulerriiptod to show that ho 
hatl l iid supplementary accounts of tho 
Linda and Works before the House when 
ihoy v/ero oskod for by tho committeo on 
public accounts. 

Mr. Fishor— Aye; l)nt you did not lay 
them before tho eonimittno— you iguoreil 
the (!onimiltce. (Ohenrs), 

l)r, 'I'oluiio continued that tho momber 
for Yalo had made it perfectly clear that 
the eourso of tho Finance Minister was 
justilied. Tho Finance Mini"tor bad not 
rofuKod to give tho information. He said 
ho would eoiiHiilt his collragiK^s, (ChoorH) 
I\Ir. Gordon concurred with Mr. Mara 
oxi:opt .'10 far Ihiit as a matter of minis- 
ter.il policy the Finaueo Minister would 
not hiivo boon right. in giving this infor- 
mation^ He cited an ateemptmadQ in tho 
0»D»dftHotwoia 1871 to obtain a state. 



ment of the Government's financial policy 
from Sir Francis Hiucks, but ho refused 
until the estimates were brought down. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said the question had 
been jjut ih'a veiry terse and clear form 
by tho hon. gentleman wdio had just sat 
ilowii(hear.) Ho believed iu doing things 
ill order iviul when he entorod political 
life ho had miulo himself acquainted with 
Pnrliaiueutary practice ami law. Ho 
thcreforo know what the oonstitulieual 
functions of tbe Oommittee Pubiio Ac- 
counts wore and his knowledge prevented 
him falling into a trap that might have 
boon sot for him; but instead of definitely 
refusing to answer the question (as ho 
might have done) lio thought it well to 
consult his colleagues as thoy might coii- 
aont to tho answer as a mattor of policy. 
He would give tbe information now if lio 
thbuglit any good would come from it; 
and in any ease ho would ho bound by tho 
opinion of tho House. Tho Pubiio Ac

Hon. Mr. Smithe explained sub clauso 
5 to mean that, it has not tbe intention to 
coUe^ this tix from preemptors who only 
hold small qnaiititios of land and who, in 
90 cases out a 100, were residing upon, 
and cultivatingaud improving their hold- 
ings, (hoar, hear.) It was intended to 
reach speculators who bought large acres 
of land und keep them in on unproduc- 
tive ftafo, thereby rotardi ig sottlomcnt 
and adiiiag^nothing to tho wealth of the 
country. Tho amount realized from the 
lax ou preemptions was of no moment to 
the revenue, but to the hard working set 
tier it was a serious matter. They pro 
posed to relievo tho settler to that ex ton t 
and he hoped hon. gentlemen would agree 
with him that it was well to do bo. (hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Pimbury agreed with tho clatiso as 
he thought that preemption lands should 
bo freo from this tax. 

Mr. Morrison wished to know it tho 
prconiptor would be taxed as soon as he 
got his crown grant? 

31r. Fisher naid that as a rule he found 
that those who wero industrious puid 
their taxes whereas those who are idla 
could not pay.

Examined by Mr. Robortsou — Harrison 
worked continuously while in tho neigh- 
borhood of tho 150 mdo house; the jjeo- 
plo are not allowed to handle tho paol • 
ages except the pors'ju who his charge of 
the muil; all packages except the one for 
tlio 150 mile housa are returned to tho 
bag and then it is locked; this is done bo- 
fore tho letti rs are distribut -d; could not 
say whether I bad ever seen Mr, Harrisoa 
with l&oO notes; was surpriied to soo 
Harrison with this money, but did not 
ask him where ho got it from. 

Ill answer to tho Court witness Siiid 
he iir.st heard of the letter being misdtg 
on the 22th of January; disoliaiged Har- 
rison as near as he could recollect bi for.i 
tho 24th of January; the only reason ho 
gave Harrison for his dischargo v/as oa 
account of drunknesi. 

Ra-oxamined by Mr. Davio — Durinor 
tho three years before Harrison entered 
witness' employ moid ho did not think ho 
was ill the habit of driokinoT to excess.

CASSAIR GOLD MINKS. 

New from the Diggings to the llth Feb- 
ruary. 

Mr. P. Gannon, who loft Dca.se Creek 
on the llth of February, arrived last 
evening on the California. He reports 
three feet of snow in the district, and tho 
creeks but lightly frozen compared with 
previous years, ^Mining was going on. 
Four compaiii(?s woro workiir; ou Doaso 
Crook. Tho Sidowipcr claim was paying 
an oz. a day to the hand, hill diggings. 
On Tliib.ii t's Creek Mr. Cars m rapoit;d 
all tho men ut work in the hilh, taking 
out pay iu coarse gold. Gillis & Foster 
had got as high as C.25 to tho pan, 
Sylvcater came up from McDamo Creek 
on the 20th January and re|)orted tho 
health of the camp good, weather mild, 
and every one getting out lumber. Mr. 
Gannon met Dawson with tho muil going 
iu at the head of Deaso Lake on tho lltli 
February. Mr. G. was six days and a half in 
reaching Telegraph Creek in consequence 
of snowfalls. From tho 20tli to the 22nd of 
February snow fell at Glenora Landing 
to tho depth of 5 feet nnd one inch. A 
southerly wind and rain followed imme- 
diately and the snow settled down, after 
which there was a sharp frost. Mr. Gan- 
non travelled over the ice and crust-snow 
to tho moutli of the river. At Wrangol 
he saw about 200 men wailing for the 
river to open. In coming down he mot 
from 15 to 20 men daily on their way up- 
river over tho ice. 
Provisions on Dease Creek wero rso-

arrived from Wrangol and way ports nt . 
4:30 yestordav afternoon, having left there .=onable and plentiful. With the exception 
about 8 o'cfock on Mon.lay. tho 2Gtli of I oi heans. Mr. Gannon had 200 quarters 
February, thus making the round trip in I "J beef on band at his fhop when he loft 
11 days. She reached ^\'rallgel at 1:20 
l).m. on the 3rd inst. Ou tho way down, 
on the 5th inst., she passed the Otter 
bound north. Weather during the next 
two days was bad, blowing heavily with 
freiiuent snow Kcjiinlls, und llie Grap|)ler 
lay ut anchor for some hours, Arrived at 
Nanaimo on Thursday evening and left 
again yesterday morning. She reports 
about 100 men at Wrangol and tho river 
fast breaking up. Chances for getting up 
on the ice are poor. The jiassengers 
presented n tostimonal to Capt. Hoycsand 
the olllcers, a copy of which wo imhlish 
in to-day's issue. There is no news from 
tho mines.
